WASHINGTON, May © 5.—Fraticisco 
Villa, starting «new révolutionary 
movement against the Carranza Gov- 
ernment, has captured Parral, Jimenez, 
and Bustillos) in Central and Southern 
Chihyahua, and is planning to extend 
his operations toward the-cities of Chi- 
huahua and Torreon as early objectives, 
according to informiatién that reached 
the State Department ‘today. Before 
éntering ‘Parral, ‘the advices said, Villa 
sent word to. Mayor Herrera, telling 
him that he and his sons would te 
hanged when Villa entered the town. 

When the Villistas entered Parral the 
Carranza garrison went over to the side 
of the revolutionists, and Mayor Herrera 
and two of his sons were hanged. It 
was explained here that this was Villa's 
method of dealing with the Herreras 
for their attitudé toward him after the 
battle of Celaya, in which ke was beaten 
by Obregon. 

Gerieral Maclovio Herrera, @ son ae 
the Mayor of Parral, was the-man to 
whom Villa gave command of the Zara- 
gosa brigade in 1914, during the revolu- 
tion against the old régime in Mexico. 
Bit when Villa lost the battle of Celaya, 
and Carranza’s star of déstiny rose, 
Mayor Herrera and two of ‘hfs sons 
turned against»the revolution and em- 
braced the Carranza -cause.

PARIS, May ‘5.—The ‘policy of 
Japan is to return the Shantung 
Péninsula in .full sovereignty to

COPENHAGEN, ‘May 5.—The Gérman 

press has been expressing considerable 

dissatisfaction at the alleged treatment 
accorded the German peace delegates in 

Versailles and at the delay in the‘ pres- 

entation of peace terms. 

Actording to the Berlin Secvisipbetbd’ 
of the Berlingske Tidende this dissatis- 
faction‘ has now ‘been’ expressed by 
Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau in a‘ note 
to Premier Clemenceau'and will lead to 
the return of the peace delegates from 
Versaflles to Berlin. The note which, 
according to’ the correspondent, has 
something of the nature of an ultimatum 
about it as it requests an. answer by 5 
o'clock this afternoon, expresses ‘the 
German ‘standpoint that the delegates 
cannot wait for an indefinite period in 
Versailles. 

Since the arrival of the delegates noth- 
ing has happened beyond the’ presenta- 
tion and proof of credentials, and the 
delegates are still ignorant, it is said, 
as to when the peace negotiations are 
really to begin. The delegtites are 
equally displeased with the manner: in 
which they ‘are treated, according to 
the German correspondents at Versailles, 
as they are virtual prisoners. * 

Under these circumstances, says the 
correspondent already quoted von Brock- 
dorft-Rantzau felt himself, obliged. to

The Italians are making much of the 
Council’s decision in the Chinese matter, 
holding that it is entirely inconsistent 
with the proposed adjustment of the 
Fiume question and ghows that Italy 
has been treated with less considera- 
tion than the other Allies. Japan put 
up a bluff which the Council was afraid 
to call, according to the Italians, whose 
indignation, if one may judge from sur- 
face indications, has not abated materi- 
ally since Premier Orlando left Paris for 
Rome after having issued a statement 
politely condemning President Wilson’s 
action in appealing—according to the 
Italian interpretation—te the people of 
Italy over the head of their Govern- 
ment. 

The difficulties invelving both the 
Japanese and Italian territorial claims 
found their inception in secret treaties 
which rose up to embarrass France and 
Great Britain when their plenipotentiar- 
ies gathered around the tnterallied peace 
table. It is strikingly clear, however, 
that. whate' difficulties may result 
from the epplication of the treaties by 
the chiefs of the allied conference, the 
day of secret treaties has passed. Not 
only is there a distinct pledge contained 
in the League of Nations covenant to 
publish all international conventions or 
agreements made hereafter, 
events of the past few weeks have 


such agreements are full of trouble, 
and as a general proposition interfere 
with the maintenance of good relations 
between Governments. 

One of the criticisms of the action of 
the Council of Three in giving Japan 
the rights possessed by Germany in the 
Chinese province is that the Council 
failed obtain in advance Japan’s 
pro undertaking te cede to China 
her territorial and political rights tm 
the Shantung Peninsula. Whether this 
criticism is just is a matter of opinion. 
Japan has passed her solemn word that 
she will restore Chinese territorial and 
political sovereignty in Shantung. No 
time limit for her to keep this pledge 
is provided, Japan having protested that 
to fix such a‘ limit would be a reflection 
on her good faith But, apparently, the 
allied statesmen in assenting to it-.not 
only relied on Japan’s honorable obliga- 
tion as a civilized nation, but believed 
that, if any extended period should 
elapse without Japan's fulfillment of her 
obligation, the opinion of the world 
would force her to carry out her pledga 

The situation in this respect approxi- 
mates the victory achieved by John Hay 
in giving to the press his note of July 3, 
1900, in which all the nations engaged 
in joint operations against the Boxers 
were called upon to furnish assurances 
that they would preserve the administra- 
tive and territorial integrity of China. 
Through this early instance of the po- 
tent effect of publicity in internationa) 
affairs a world opinion was created 
which shamed Germany and Russia into 
abandoning their intention of exploiting 
what was then the Chinese Empire.

“The Dead Are Coming! " 


By now they are caught in the spell of 
D’Annunzio’s magic. The divine fire of 
the poet melts and molds them as he 
wills. Suddenly the orator pauses, and 
for a moment there is no breath drawn 
in the whole assembly. Thess, with a 
note of conviction that is frightening in 
its simplicity, he cries:-“‘ Do you not 
hear? Listen! Do you not hear the 
tramp of an army on the march? The 
dead are coming more swiftly than the 
living! And all along their route they 
find. the footprints of those who went 
before thém.”’ 

Although. hours have passed since I 
heard those words, I am still shaken 
by what they evoked. At that moment 
there was not a person in the whole 
crowd who doubted that the dead were 
indeed present among us. Whether the 
existence of those who have passed be- 
yond the veil is but a dream of human 
hope, or whether it was the effect of 
auto-suggestion of the mass, I cannot 
say; but, as the orator paused after 
that last appeal, one felt an appalling 
weight of pressure from beyond. It 
seemed in the silence that one could 
hear the distant tread of Caesar’s 
marching legions. 

For fully a minute there was utter 
silence. The faces about me were drawn 
and pallid, yet afire as with religious 
ecstasy. The og on the stage stood 
motionless, dark eyes blazing in the 
ae face, arms upraised as 

hoege to summon the bepaie ghosts of 
age-dead warriors. There was awe in 
-that silence, and fear, yet with them 
pride and affection. 


A Stupendous Oratorical Force. 


Then the tension relaxed, and a storm 
of applause burst, rising here and there 
to accry to those who had tiiien: “To 
the last we are with you! =o you 
lead we follow! ”’ 

It is said tnat in the most PBST 8 
hour at Verdun a wounded Frenchman 
called madly: ‘‘ Arise, ye dead!"’ And 
by his appeal galvanized into supreme 
resistance his wounded and shattered 
comrades. Later the .message spread 
through the French Army, and the Ger- 
man advance was stayed at the moment 
when it seemed victorious. A like mira- 
cle may take place in Italy, and if a 
settlement prove impossible, D’Annun- 
zio’s invocation of their dead may. steel 
the Italian people to defiance. 

To my astonishment the poet’s friends 
maintain that his speech was, for him, 
restrained and moderate, although once 
or twice he uttered words that might be 
regarded as _ provocative. nyhow, 
whether one approves.or not, this much 
is certain: D’Annunzio Bd a stupendous 
force of oratory to lay on human 
heartstrings and fire the uman spirits 
into flame.

Fliers Have Close Call. . 

Crashing into a large touring car while 
ascending in their airplane, Dr. EB. L. 
Allan of New York, John P. Davies of 
and Sid Chaplin, brother of 
Charlie Chaplin, miraculously escaped 
uninjured today.

WASHINGTON, May.5.—For e first 
time today a two-way jake. con- 
versation by ocean wiréless was carried 
on when the talkers heard and spoke to 
‘each ether. The conversationalists were 
Secretary of War Baker, on board the 
Geofge* Washington, 200 miles’ at ‘sea, 
and Acting Secretary’ of the Navy 
Franklin D. opty Bs acawe at~ his 
desk in ‘Washington. ecretary Roose- 
velt said tonight that Gocomeaes Baker’s 
voice was clear and distinct and that 
the conversation was conducted fn a 

‘The: talk from 
the-high seas to Washington took placd 
at 11:45 A. M. 

On Sunday afternoon Secreta: Baker 
sent the first ps commercial radio 
teleprrone: message. t was received at 
the navy’s transatlantic receiving sta- 
tien at. Bar Harbor, Me., and later de-% 
livered in New York City. -The George 
Washington was then 400 miles. off 
shore. This was called a ‘‘commercial’’ 
message because Secretary Baker took

The 77th Division, which parades in 
New. York today, had no traditions to 
iaspire it when it went into battle. 
Unitke Southerners, Westerners, and 
New Englanders, the drafted men of 
the New York City division could 
hardly be expected to thrill at the 
‘appeal to local pride. Attachment to 
the soil counts for much in the case of 
soldiers enlisting or drawn from parts 
of the country that have a military 
history in which family names con- 
stantly recur.

The men of a vast city are not easily

Revolutionary or civil war memories to 
stir them when the country goes to 
war, it must be a strong sense of duty

THE BANKS AND THE LOAN. 

Secretary of the Treasury GLass 
frankly and officially says that he ts 
apprehensive regarding the success of 
the Victory Loan. If all had done 
their duty as fully as he, it would be 
possible to say that there is no cause 
for apprehension., That cannot . be 
said when the conditions in this finan- 
cial centre are.such that the subscrip- 
tions during this week must be three 
times as large.as they were during the 
preceding two weeks together if the 
loan is not to fail. The Third Liberty 
Loan was two-thirds subscribed for 
the entire country as its last week 
opened. The Fourth Loan was one- 
half subscribed at the corresponding 
stage. Only one-third of the Victory 
Loan has now been subscribed as of- 
half if unofficial estimates be ac- 
cepted. 

More than $400,000,000 must be 
raised each day this week if the loan 
is to be fully taken. That is a large 
order if the loati is-to be taken pop- 
ularly, that is to say in the manner 
which ‘explains the backwardness of 
the campaign. The books might have 
beén closed before this. if this loan 
were agsessed upon the banks.

Mr. TcurrcHertmn says that Dr. 
NANSEN’S proposal to have the Allies 
feed Russia under the supervision of a 
neutral commission will not do for sev- 
eral reasons. In the first place, 
‘‘these neutrals are our bitter ene- 
mies.’’ This bitter enmity consists 
merely in the fact that the neutrals 
have withdrawn their diplomatic and 
consular forces from Soviet Russia, 
and that they have not shown any 
weakening before attempts to over- 
throw their own Goverriments by 
forcible revolution. As to the latter, 
no Government resting on the consent 
of the people is going to surrender to 
an ‘armed minority; while the with- 
drawal of the diplomats was due to 
the Bolshevist reign of terror, which 
made it unsafe for anybody but Bol!- 
sheviki to live in Moscow or Petro- 
grad.

There has Been some interest lately in the 
place where.':The Raven ’’ was written and 
Mr. Huneker has claimed to know the house 
in Philadelphia where this famous poefi was 
composed. It is known that:,Poe and his 
family came from. Richmond te New York 
in 1887 and lived in Carmine Street. His 
fortunes not changing for the better, he 
removed to Phil late in 1888 when 
he became one of the editorial staff of the 
Gentleman's Magazine, an established pub- 
ieation, i 

During his life te, viittedhiohin he did 
much of his best Work iand enjoyéd his 
greatest prosperity and:comfort, while: mak- 
‘ing enemies among those in the ranks of 
mediocrity by his criticisms. In 1844 Poe 
removed to New York. and ‘‘ The Raven” 
first appeared in Colton’s American Review 
for Februdry, 1845, over the pseudonym

Says America henadah Be Exem- 
plar of Justice While Mob 
Violence Endures. 


ESSENCE OF‘»HUN SPIRIT 


Speakers at National Conference 
Demand Lawless Killings Cease 
in Justice to Black Soldiers. 


The United States can never properly 
appear as the éxemplar o1 justice to the 
world as long as the negro, because he 
is a negro, is denied justice in certain: 
sections of the country, declared Charles 
E. Hughes, condemning lynching . and 
mob violence at the National: Conference 
on Lynching in Carnegie Hall last night., 
Mr. Hughes described lynching as a. 
manifestation of the Hun spirit; adding 
that the country owed it to the negroes 
who served in the war to abolish forever 
its practice. 

** Justice in America is‘ not ‘to te 
bought,”’ said’ Mr. Hughes... ‘It is’ not 
necessary that any one should give his 
blood, either directly or vicariously, to 
obtain justice in this country. But to 


the black man, who,in this crisis has 
proved. his bravery, ‘his honor and his 
loyalty. to our institutions, we certainly 
owe .the performance of this duty, and 
we should let it be known from this 
time on, in recognition of that supreme 
service, that the black man shall have 
the rights guaranteed to him..by the 
Constitution of the United States.’’ 
Other speakers were Dr. Anna Howard 
Shaw, Brig. Gen. John H.. Sherburne, 
commander of the 167th Artinery Bri- 
gade of the 92d Division, a briga®™ 
whose. enlisted personnel was entirely 
composed .of negroes; Emmet O’Neal, 
ex-Governor of Alabama, and Moorfield 
meerer: of Boston, Chairman of the Na- 
tional Conference on Lynching, -who 
presided. 

At the outset Mr. Hughes said that 
where courts afe open and -the pro- 
cesses of justice are available, lynch- 
ing is murder of the foulest sort. He 
brought the 2,600 negroes and whites 
in the audience to their feet when he 
declared the principles involved in the 
roposed covenant.of the League of Na- 
ons should begin at home. 


Says Justice Must Begin at Home. 


‘* We are hearing much these days of 
the drawing together of the nations in 
co-operation to establish international 
justice,’’ he said. ‘‘ There has been a 
suggestion made with respect to the 
manner in which there may be exer- 
cised guardianship by the strong and 
civilized nations .over those less favored 
, which have been called ‘ backward peo- 
ples.’ It has been said in the most 
formal manner in the Covenant of the 
League of Nations that the well-being 
and development of these peoples is the 
most sacred trust of civilization. I ‘say 
~ duty begins at home. 

** Little can be doné in the cause of in- 
ternational justice unless, nations estab- 
dish strongly and securely the founda- 
tions of justice i ig ton their own borders. 

e salvation of democracy must lie in 
the days of peace after victory, when 
citizens under a democratic Government 
prove themselves capable of self-re- 
straint and able to maintain a Govern- 
ment assuring the justice in whose cause 
they have profes to go forth and fight 
for ‘victory. 

“T am not one disposed to fear the 
legitimate freedom of speech and the 
press. I do not think we can ever ac- 
complish much for democracy by stifling 
the essential organs of democracy, 
Where there is ‘an. opportunity on évery 
hand for education and an avidity for 
information ; where our schools are es- 
tablished in every hamlet, 
needs despair of humanity itself if we 
think we cannot goverh ourselves with- 
out destroying the essential liberties <j" 
speech and of the press: 

**I look with contidance into the tint 
ture, no matter what absurd and fool- 
ish preachments from those who are,

Only Thirty-three Drivers to Start 
In indianapolis Sweepstakes. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 6.—Only thirty- 
three contestants out of the forty-three 
neminated for the Indianapolis 500-mile 
Liberty Sweepstakes, May 381, will be 
permitted to start in the contest, an 
American Automobile Association rule 
that limits the number of cars in any 
speedway race to one for every 400 
feet of track preventing the start of 
more than that number.

preceeuy every front window in the 

ive-story building as well.as a number 
of windows in the adjoining apartment 
at 643 Central Avenue was intended 
more to terrorize than to kill any one. 
‘This story is based on the fact that the 
explosive was placed directly inside the 
outer door, whereas if it was the pur- 
pose to wreck the building a more ad- 
vantageous place could have been found. 

The force of the explosion blew out 
the heavy three-inch oak and plate 
giass doors, and completely demolished 
the two-inch marble slabs .with which 
the entrance was lined, and al#o broke 
into pieces the marble step# which led 
up the inner doors. The explosion, 
however, in some manner failed even to 
crack the plate glass in the inner doors. 
Members of the ten families rushed to 
the street in their night clothes and 
bathrobes. 

When the explosion took place De- 
tective Jack Dempsey and Policeman 
Patrick Murray were standing at the 
corner of Central and Harrison Avenues, 
less than 125 feet from the building. A 
flash of flame accompanied the ex- 
plosion, and the two officers immedi- 
ately conducted a search. A three-inch 
firecracker with the fuse cut out was 
found near. the scene, and it is believed 
that the fuse prep ared was not long 
enough. The po ion hold the theory that 
the explosive vas placed in the entrance 
some time before the explosion, and if 
a bomb it was equip; with a time 
arrangement. No evidence could be 
found that the powder was contained in 
a metal receptacle, although marks of 
black powder were to b¢ found in the
